November, 1966: — 


Bill No. XXIII of 1966 

A Bill to declare the institution known as the Post-Graduate Insti¬ 
tute of Medical Education and Research, Chandigarh, to be an 
institution of national importance and to provide for its incorpo¬ 
ration and matters connected therewith. 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Seventeenth Year of the 
Republic of India as follows: — 

1. (1) This Act may be called the Post-Graduate Institute of Me¬ 
dical Education and Research, Chandigarh, Act, 1966. 

(2) It shall come into force on such date as the Central Govern¬ 
ment may, by notification in the Official Gazette, appoint.

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2. Whereas the objects of the institution known as the Post- 
Graduate Institute of Medical Education and Research, Chandigarh 
in the Union territory of Chand'garh are such as to make the insti¬ 
tution one of national importance, it is hereby declared that the in¬ 
stitution known as the Post-Graduate Institute of Medical Educa¬ 
tion and Research, Chandigarh is an institution of national import¬ 
ance. 


3. In this Act, unless the context otherwise requires,— 

(a) “Fund” means the Fund of the Institute referred to in 
section 16; 

(b) “Governing Body” means the Governing Body of the 
Institute; 

(c) “Institute” means the institution known as the Post- 
Graduate Institute of Medical Education and Research, Chandi¬ 
garh, incorporated under this Act; 

(d) “member” means a member of the Institute; 

(e) “regulation” means a regulation made by the Institute; 
(/) “rule” means a rule made by the Central Government 

4. The Post-Graduate Institute of Medical Education and Research, 
Chandigarh, is hereby constituted a body corporate by the name 
aforesaid and as such body corporate, it shall have perpetual succes¬ 
sion and a common seal with power, subject to the provisions of this 
Act, to acquire, hold and dispose of property and to contract, and 
shall, by that name, sue and be sued. 

5. The Institute shall consist of the following members, namely:— 

(a) the Vice-Chancellor of the Punjab University, ex officio; 

(b) the Director-General of Health Services, Government 
of India, ex officio; 

(c) the Director of the Institute, ex officio; 

(d) three representatives of the Central Government to be 
nominated by that Government, one each from the Ministry of 
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Finance, Ministry of Education and Ministry of Health and 
Family Planning; 

(e) seven persons of whom one shall be a non-medical 
scientist representing the Indian Science Congress Association, 
to be nominated by the Central Government; 

(f) four representatives of the medical faculties of Indian 
Universities to be nominated by the Central Government in the 
manner prescribed by rules; and 

(g) three members of Parliament of whom two shall be 
elected from among themselves bv the members of the House 
of the People (Lok Sabha) and one from among themselves by 
the members of the Council of States (Rajya Sabha).

(8) The manner of filling vacancies among members shall be 
such as may be prescribed by rules.

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(2) The President shall exercise such powers and discharge such 
functions as are laid down in this Act or as may he prescribed by 
rules or regulations. 

8. The President and other members shall receive such allow¬ 
ances, If any, from the Institute as may be prescribed by rules. 


9. The Institute shall hold its first meeting at such time and place 
as may be appointed by the Central Government and shall observe 
such rules of procedure in regard to the transaction of business at 
the first meeting as may be laid down by that Government; and 
thereafter the Institute shall meet at such times and places and 
observe such rules of procedure in regard to the transaction of busi¬ 
ness at its meetings as may be prescribed by regulations. 

10. ( 1) There shall be a Governing Body of the Institute which 
shall be constituted by the Institute in such manner as may be pres¬ 
cribed by regulations: 

Provided that the number of persons who are not members of the 
Institute shall not exceed one-third of the total membership of the 
Governing Body. 

(2) The Governing Body shall be the executive committee of the 
Institute and shall exercise such powers and discharge such func¬ 
tions as the Institute may, by regulations made in this behalf, confer 
or impose upon it. 

(3) The President of the Institute shall be the Chairman of the 
Governing Body and as Chairman thereof shall exercise such powers 
and discharge such functions as may be prescribed by regulations. 

(4) The procedure to be followed in the exercise of its powers 
and discharge of its functions by the Governing Body, and the term 
of office of, and the manner of filling vacancies among, the members 
of the Governing Body shall be such as may be prescribed by regu¬ 
lations. 

(5) Subject to such control and restrictions as may be prescribed 
by rules, the Institute may constitute as many standing committees 
and as many ad hoc committees as it thinks fit for exercising any 
power or discharging any function of the Institute or for inquiring 
into, or reporting or advising upon, any matter which the Institute 
may refer to them.

(a) provide for undergraduate and post-graduate teaching 
in the science of modern medicine and other allied sciences, in¬ 
cluding physical and biological sciences;

(c) provide for the teaching of humanities; 

(d) conduct experiments in new methods of medical edu¬ 
cation, both undergraduate and post-graduate, in order to arrive 
at satisfactory standards of such education; 

(e) prescribe courses and curricula for both undergraduate 
and post-graduate studies; 

(f) notwithstanding anything contained in any other law 
for the time being in force, establish and maintain—

(n) any other matter for which under this Act provisions 
may be made by regulations. 

(2) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-section (I), the 
first regulations under this Act shall be made by the Central Gov¬ 
ernment; and any regulations so made may be altered or rescinded 
by the Institute in exercise of its powers under sub-section (1). 
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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 

The Post-Graduate Institute of Medical Education and Research, 
Chandigarh, was begun by the Punjab Government in 1963. On the 
reorganisation of the erstwhile Punjab State with effect from the 
1st November, 1966, the Institute has vested in the Central Govern¬ 
ment. It is proposed to make the Institute a statutory body corporate 
and declare it as an institution of national importance under entry 64 
of List I of the Seventh Schedule to the Constitution of India so that 
it may develop as a high level institution of medical education and 
research on the pattern of the All India Institute of Medical Sciences, 
New Delhi. 

The Bill is intended to achieve the above object.

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FINANCIAL MEMORANDUM 

Clause 15 of the Bill provides for giving grants to the Institute 
after due appropriation made by Parliament by law in this behalf. 
At the current level of activity the recurring annual grant-in-aid 
payable by the Central Government to the Institute is estimated to 
be Rs. 80 lakhs. For the period from the 1st November, 1966 to the 
31st March, 1967, a budget provision for a grant-in-aid of Rs. 50 lakhs 
will be required. The actual amount of grant-in-aid payable by the 
Central Government to the Institute for the remaining part of the 
current financial year will depend' on the date on which it becomes 
a body corporate. 

In order to meet the requirements of section 77 of the Punjab 
Reorganisation Act, 1966, clause 29 of the Bill provides that the 
Institute shall provide facilities to the Governments of the States ot 
Haryana and Punjab and the Central Government in relation to the 
Union territories of Chandigarh and Himachal Pradesh, and the 
people of the States and territories as aforesaid which shall not, in 
any respect, be less favourable to such Governments and people than 
what were being provided to them before the 1st day of November, 
1966, for such period and upon such terms and conditions (including 
those relating to any contributions to be made for the provision of 
such facilities) as may be agreed upon between the Institute, Govern¬ 
ments of the said States and Central Government before the 1st day 
of April, 1967 or if no agreement is reached by the said date, as may 
be fixed by order of the Central Government. So far as the Central 
Government is concerned this requirement will be met by the grant- 
in-aid given under clause 15 as aforesaid. 

In the financial settlement with the States of Punjab and Haryana 
due note will be taken of the financial liability being taken over 
by the Central Government in respect of the Institute under clause 
15 of the Bill, 
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MEMORANDUM REGARDING DELEGATED LEGISLATION 

Clause 31 of the Bill empowers the Central Government to make, 
after consultation with the Institute, rule g by notification in the Offi¬ 
cial Gazette to carry out the purposes of the Act. The matters in 
respect of which such rules may be made are specified therein. These 
matters relate to the manner of nomination of representatives of the 
medical faculties of the Indian Universities as members of the Insti¬ 
tute, control and restrictions in relation to the constitution of stand¬ 
ing and ad hoc committees, conditions of service of members of the 
Institute etc. 

2. Clause 32 of the Bill empowers the Institute to make, with the 
previous approval of the Central Government, regulations consistent 
with the provisions of this Act and the rules made thereunder. The 
matters in respect of which such regulations may be made are speci¬ 
fied therein- These matters relate to the procedure for conducting 
business at meetings other than the first meeting of the Institute, 
the manner of constituting the Governing Body and standing and ad 
hoc committees, powers and functions of the President of the Insti¬ 
tute and Chairman of the Governing Body, etc. 

3, The matters in respect of which rules and regulations may be 
made are matters of administrative detail and procedure and as such 
the delegation oil legislative power is of a normal character.
